Death of Perrine. 


On Saturday evening R. H. Perrine, 


who was scalded at Milmine, as a result 
of the Wabash rear-end collision, died at 
the residence of his brother-in-law, J. R. 
Sweet, in this city, and Sunday afternoon 
the funeral took place. It was conducted 
by Rev. W. H. Prcstley, and was very 
largely attended. Perrine's mother lives 
in Decatur. His age was L'9 years. He 
had been in the state but eight j days, 
coming here from New Orleans, La. 
His 


father left Decatur for Chicago about two 
mouths ago, and has not since been heard 
of, No tidings of his 'whereabouts have 
been obtained, and it is feared that he has 
been foully dealt with. 


Railway men who pretend to lie famil- 


iar with the circumstances of the collis- 
ion, say that if tho Wabash had had a 
dozen main tracks the "accident" could 
not have been prevented, because the 
trains were both bound eastward. It is 
also asserted that the train run into was 
a local freight aud had the right of the 
track at Milmiue where it had stopped 
and that the colliding train of which J 
R. Sweet was engineer, and Mr. Kinder 
conductor, should have stopped at u safe 
distance before passing that station. But 
instead of doing this it appears that the 
train came down upon the local freight 
at a terrific rate of speed, doing the dam- 
age as described in these columns on Snt- 
urdoy. Somebody is surely to blame for 
the death of Perrine and the probable 
death of young Cottrell the other fire- 
man, and to get at the bottom facts in 
the terrible affair the case should and 
will be thoroughly sifted by the Wabash 
officials.

nentin the county jail riot less than six 
notiths, nncl for the third olleuse he shall 
je fined not less than §500 aud imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary not less than 
:wo years nor more than five.

description of tho scenery.

Of conr.°e the 


inspiring cause of this new secret so- 
ciety is the temperance question,.and 
its members are banding together re 
gardle-s of all pie^ious political con- 
nections ',r paity fealtj, and niaking 
conuiioit entire iii dei'ensp of vibat 
they jilease to call their ''per-onii! 
liberty.'' 
It denounces the temper- 


anci> peojile as fanatics and biji-oK 
who are governeil by the daik spirit 
of intolerance, and 
appeal to all 


sensible people to aid Iheni la de 
fending tlienmehes against their ag- 
gresbive enemies. 


There is '-ome lilde danger that 


the gentlemen v,ho ;>re engaged in 
tins crusade in defense of their ''per- 
sonal liberty" may make a deliniticn 
for it which will euvi-r altogether too 
much ground, anil on" that nill not 
be consented to by a majority of 
their fellow-citizen-. 
This i-> a coun- 


try in which the majority rule, and 
the ultimate and h'nal decision of 
most political and social questions 
rests with the people. 
AVhenever a 


man consents to enter civilized soci- 
ety, 
lie also consents to leave a por- 


tion of his "personal liberty" behind 
him. 
A man may go naked in the 


wilds1 of Hontana, if he chooses to do 
so, but the moment he appears on 
the streets of Chicago destitute of 
proper clothing he is arrested by the 
police and taken to the lock-tip. 
A 


civilized man is a man who has 
ar/reed to conform, to some extent, to 
the opinion", wishes, and often even 
to the whims and prejudices of other 
people. He consents to certain social 
restrictions in order to gain other 
privileges, and he rinds his ''personal 
liberty" hedged about on all sides 
AVe invade men's homes and even 
their graves for the public good, as 
when the old homestead is removed 
if it is found standing in the track 
of a great railway which is needed 
for the u^es and convenience of the 
vihole community. 


When the =oiith attempted to se 


cede from the Union, it was an as- 
sertion of their "personal liberty." 
and all they ask^d was to be ''let 
alone." 
That is nil the polygamous 


Mormons in Utah ask to-day while 
practicing the most immoral and de- 
basing vie., that ever saw the light 
of day in a civilized community. But 
the people of the United States have 
lirmly resolved riot to let th°m alone, 
and although the "Saints" seek to 
shelter themselves and their lascivi- 
ous customs under the a?gis of the 
constitution, which guarantees pro- 
tection to every man's religion, both 
their ''personal liberty" and their so- 
called "religion" are doomed. 


Looking at Iowa, and the tremen- 


dous majority by which her people— 
the only competent authority to do it 
—have resolved to amend tie consti- 
tution of the State so as to prohibit 
the manufacture and sale of alcoholic 
beverages, it would seem that the 
"personal liberty" of certain individ- 
uals -was not allowed to cut much of 


a figure iu the'case, notwitstanding 
the seeming infringement of theii 
rights, and the obvious injury to 
their property. 
It is highly proba 


ble that other States will follow tho 
example of Iowa and Kansas ii 
adopting the Prohibitory 
amend- 


ment, and break up an exceedingly 
profitable business to the few per- 
sons engaged iu it. 


The liquor question has vexed the 


souls of statesmen, reformers ant" 
philanthropists these many years, 
and tnere has been more discussion 
upon it. and more attempts to regu 
late it, than any other that has evei 
agitated the pui ilic mind. 
The wick- 


edness of itb sale and tho folly of its 
use as a beverage have been the 
theme of millions of sermons from 
the pulpit, ami tens of thousands of 
temperance lectures from the plat 
form. 
Moral suasiuii has been in- 


voked to prohibit and discoanfenauce 
its use, nnd the most stringent sump- 
tuary legislation has been appealed 
to in vain in order to limit its evils. 
Two hundred years of experiment iu 
this country has thus far .signally 
failed to hold the curse in check, and 
the question of entirely prohibiting 
it is one of tho most prominent in 
our politics to clay. 
That it is thus 


prominent at the pivsf-ut lime ic nut 
the work of the temperance radicals 
aloue, for the\ have been greatly 
aided by the extremists on the other 
side, who organise protective associ- 
ations and ''carry the war into Af- 
rica.'' 
The light between these two 


contending factious has become so 
warm in Ohio and Indiana that both 
political parties have bcvn drawn in- 
to it, and the skirmish line is rapidly 
forming iu nearly every other State. 
\Vhen the final shock of battle comes, 
we fear that some people's concep- 
tion of "personal liberty" will be for- 
gotten in the triumphant shout of 
victoiy.

OUT 01? JAIL. 


Three of the Bond Outrage Prisoners Ad- 


mitted to Ball in the Sum ot Si 1,000. 


JOHX C. MONTGOMERY IX DECATI7U. 


From Friday's Daily. 


The latest phase in the Emma Bond 


outrage case occurred yesterday forenoon 
when John C. Montgomery, Lee Pettis 
and Emanuel dementi, three of the al 
leged guilty parties, were discharged 
from the county jail at Taylorville, the 
two first named prisoners furnishing bat 
for their appearance iu the sum of §4,000 
each, and the latter 83,000 bail. A tele 
gram and a gentleman in Decatur to-day 
from Taylorville, give us the statement 
that the three men quietly took their de- 
parture from the jail and got aboard the 
Wabash passenger train at the station 
yesterday forenoon and started East. 


The three men left Taylorville yester- 


day forenoon for Blue Mound, and on the 
'arrival of the Wabash train at that point 
they got of! and departed for their homos, 
nine miles west of that village. 


A VISIT FROM ItOXTCtOJIEItY. 


To-day noon John C. Montgomery vis- 


itud Decatur and paid the KEITIILICAX 
ollice a call, in company with his brother- 
in-law, J. C. Pi'.xton, of this city, and Geo, 
Pettis, brother of Lee Pettis. Mr. Mont- 
gomery states that he is wholly innocent 
of the terrible charge preferred against 


him, 
and that he will succeed in estab- 


lishing his innocence when the 
case 


comes up for a final hearing at Tay- 
lorville 
in November next. 
He also 


asserts as positively that both Pettis and 
Clementi arc innocent, because he says he 
was with them both at the Pettis house 
between sundown and dark ou tlie even- 
ing of June 29th, the day on which the 
dreadful assault was made. 


Mr. Montgomery said he was with his 


wife and child last night at his home, and 
intended to stay at home until the time ot 
the trial, as do also Pettis and dementi. 
According to Montgomery all three re- 
leased prisoners have no intention of 
leaving Christian comity, but will stay 
there and appear for trial. Ho represents 
that the feeling of the people against him- 
self and Pettis and dementi is on the 
wane, and that he has no fear of another 
attack. 


Dr. A'ermilliou is yet in jail, being un- 


able to furnish bail.

Tba extensive works were con- 
structed at a total cost of about §20,000 
by the company, whose officers are:

It 
is the most complete establishment of the 


ind in the state, aud there is but one

THE MAIN BUILDIX(i, 


which is two stories high, is constructed 
of brick, and has a perfectly made iron 
roof, painted red. , It is the drying and 
operating room combined. This building 
extends north aud south aud is 40 feet 
wide aud 150 feet long, 
ft has three pro- 


tected sky lights for ventilation aud light. 
There are rows of windows on each side 
and at the north end is

one story high, which is 14 feet wide and 
50 feet long, extending east aud west and 
adjoining the main building.

The 
engine room was fitted up by the Novelty 
Works, and is in charge of Mr. Orlando 
Stallbrd. The Rival force pump No. 3 is 
used in transferring water from the tank 
to the boiler, and'tho tank is supplied by 
(i patent steam jet from a never fail- 
ing well of spring water. ISO feet distant. 
The lUvul pump has improved attach- 
ments for fire protection, and in the build- 
ing are 150 feet of hose ready for use at a 
moment's notice. 


T1IR TELE K1LXS, 


four in number, arc each 10 feet high aud 
IS feetin diameter, and all are constructed 
on the most improved plan. They arc di- 
rectly south of the main building. They 
cost about $000 each, aud each will hold 
from 12,000 to 13,1)00 tile. These kilns 
are liued with the Evans ^- Howard (ire 
brick, and each has eight grates. The 
burning of the tile will be done with De- 
catur coal. The kilns will be increased 
in number to 10. 


THE 1110. SMOKE STACK 


is 70 feet high, in the construction ot 
which 70,000 brick were used. It will 
all'onl suflioient suction for tho 10 kilns, 
the underground Hues running under the 
kilns and centering beneath the tall hol- 
low column of brick. 
The kilns are con- 


venient to tho main building, from which 
the tile, when sufficiently dried, will be 
removed to be put through the burning 
process. Ou an average, it will take 
three days and three nights to properly 
burn a kiln of tile, so that the four kilns 
nt one burning will turu out 18,000 to 
52,000 tile, and when the six other kilns 
are built, the product will be 120,000 to 
1130,000 each trip. 


MAKIJffl TILE. 


While inside the main building, nt the 


north end, within a few feet of the en- 
gine-room, the reporter witnessed the 
process of making tile by steam. It is 
reduced to a i-cieuce. The machine used 
by the company cost in the neighborhood 
of §700. It was patented by Mr. George 
S. Tiffany, of Tecumseli, Mich., aud was 
made by Frey, Shcckler & Hoover, atBu- 
cyrus, Ohio. It it. called "The Centennial 
Tiffany Brick and Tile Machine." It is 
about i feet high and 8 feet long, aud 
will mold perfectly tiling 3, 4, 5, fi, 7, 8, 10 
and 12 inches in diameter. 
The carefully 


tempered clay with which this wonderful 
machine is fed comes from the hills on 
the ten-acre tract, and is brought to the 
tempering rooms ou cither side of the 
machine by means ot small box-cars, rim 
on a narrow gauge railway and operated 
by steam. This arrangement simplifies 
and expedites the work. The operation 
of the machine is perfectly satisfactory. 
Tt is iu charge of Mr. John Stipes, the 
foreman of the factory, who has had 
eight years' experience in the. business, 
which is now reduced to an art in all its 
branches. The machine cau be so ad- 
justed as to form tile of any diameter. 
It 


was turning out six-inch tile, j-e&terday, 
with surprising rapidity, and these were 
placed 
upon 
trucks 
by 
men 
and 


wheeled 
back 
into 
the 
building 


and placed upon shelves to be dried by 
natural processes and by steam. There is 
storage capacity in the main building for 
I'll 1,000 to 200,1100 tile of all sizes, and tic- 
i"t"-s to the alcoves or booths on the first 
and second lloora is had by means of 
v, ide halls extending through the length 
of the building. There are over 7,00(1 feet 
of pipe placed under the first floor, which 
artistic piece of workmanship was done 
by Korsmjcr k O'Xeill. The pipes con- 
nect with the boiler and will be used iu 
cold and damp weather in drying the tile 
for the kilns, so that no delays may be ex- 
perienced on account 
of unfavorable 


weather. This is a very important item 
in connection with the factory, which can 
be run all the year round without any 
stoppages.

FREIGHT TKAIN COLLISION. 


A Dreadful Accident nl Milmino, on the 


Wabash, Last Night. 


Last evening at 8 o'clock, while tho 


rain was coming down iu torrents, a 
dreadful rear-end collision occurred near 
Milmine, which will probably result iu 
the death of two firemen. There were 
five sections of train 22 run out of Doca- 
tur eastward last evening. The fourth 
section had reached Milmine, where it 
was at a standstill, when the fifth section 
approached, coming down tho grade at 
from 15 to 20 miles an hour. The obstruc- 
tion of the track by the motionless train 
was not noticed by the engineer iu charge 
of the approaching locomotive, Mr. J. K, 
Sweet, until too late to avert the catas- 
trophe. The number of this engine was 
181, aud from it Mr. Sweet jumped, strik- 
ing his shoulder against u car ou the side 
traelc, and fracturing the top of the right- 
shoulder. In the cab of the locomotive 
were .T. B. Carter, the'regular fireman, 
and Mr. Sweet's brother-in-law, B. H. 
Perrine, who had gone along to be taught 
how to fire an engine. Carter aud 
Per- 


rine did not jump oil', and after tho terri- 
fic collision [both were so badly bruised 
and scalded that it is exceedingly doubt- 
ful if cither of thorn will recover. 
Ed- 


mund Taylor, a brakeman on the fourth 
section of 22 was sitting in the caboose, 
and when he noticed the danger threat- 
ened he jumped out of a window and 
very seriously injured hi.s back by the 
fall. He and Carter arc iu Milmine, and 
Pcrriue is ill Decatur. 


The Wabash surgeons, the Drs. Chono- 


weth, were taken to Milmine last night 
and attended the injured men. They re- 
turned homo this forenoon aud say that 
Perrine and Carter cannot live. 


The collision wrecked the two trains 


badly, and blockaded the 
track until 


nearly noon to-day. Fifteen cars loaded 
with cattle were knocked about, aud a 
number killed. 
Some ot them, with 


broken limbs, were shot to-day, to put 
them out ot their nv'scry. 


Engineer Sweet says there 
was no 


signal at the rear «f the fourth section to 
notify him of the location of that train, 
and that IIP did not see the train until too 
late.

It seems that he and Pratt had pre- 
viously talked over and prepared 
several schemes for the same pur 
pose before Scott left Kewanec, one 
of them to conceal Scott and a sec- 
ond man under the counter in the 
bank, and, during tho absence of 
Pratt, to overpower the cashier, Mr. 
Wentworth. 
Another was for Scott 


to prepare an infernal machine, which 
was to be so timed »s to explode 
duritij; the night. 
Pratt was to pre- 


viously get away with the money, 
and this innocent monster was to be 
left in tho bank by a third party, and 
deposited in tho vault to do its work 
by blowing everything up and thns 
hiding the robbery. 
Scott seemed 


to bo deficient in no'hing but nerve 
to carry any of the plans into eilect, 
and his eloquence was not sufficient 
to convince some one else that it was 
tl eir part to take all tho risks. Scott 
was defended by the same counsel 
that appeared yesterday, and. after 
n fair trial, was hound over in bonds 
of §10,000, which it is hardly possi- 
ble he can furnish.

arc all at the hotel to-night, arid will 
be removed to the county jail in 
Cambridge to-morrow morning. We 
expect no more excitement until more 
of the missing money is found or 
more of the robbers caught.
